Upgrades – 2017 Ellicott Creek Park – Friendship Center Renovations project is Galbo Construction 

Inc.; and 

 

WHEREAS, the Erie County Department of Public Works and the consultant are 

recommending award of the contract to the lowest responsible bid; and 

 

WHEREAS, the construction costs are not to exceed $314,800 along with a contingency fund 

not to exceed $47,200 for a total cost of not to exceed $362,000; and 

 

WHEREAS, the County of Erie will be reimbursed for 84.8% of the construction cost 

through federal Help America Vote Act (HAVA) grant funds available from the Board of Elections 

(BOE) in Funds Center 1500020, Fund 281, Account 575000 – Inter-fund Expense Non-Subsidy, 

Grant 150HAVASHOBOX0214 and the remaining 15.2% will come from the previously approved
